L A TE ST FR O M SIM S. 


Im m e n se L am l S lid es on th e O regon D i­ 
v isio n . 
Sims, February 2d.—It has been raining 
steadily here all day long. A gang of men 
are still at work on the big slide at Tunnel 
9, a few miles below this place. The 
steady downpour for the last thirty-six 
hours has caused a stream of water to come 
running down hill through the slide, loos­ 
ening rocks and dirt and fine gravel that 
have not already been carried down. 
The shoveling in these slides is vastly 
different and more laborious than if it was 
snow that had to be handled, and only 
those that have had experience know what 
a large amount of work has to be done to 
clear away an ordinary rock and dirt 
slide. 
- 
It may not look large at first, bnt even 
after the shovelers have worked at it for 
hours it seemingly grows but little smaller. 
This is accounted for from the fact that 
more rock and slate keeps continually 
rolling and sliding down the hill to the 
side of the track, and sometimes it is a 
difficult task for the men to remove it, as 
the water falls all day. 
To-day the men have been working at 
Tunnel 9 in a drenching rain. Most of the 
gang are a crew of the north-bound outfit 
train, who are all provided with rubber 
coats, hats aud boots. The south-bound 
outfit train aud many who are also at the 
tunnel, were not able to do any work to­ 
day, as the men, with the exception of five 
or six, did not have rubber clothes, and 
would have been drenched with rain in a 
short time had they ventured out of the 
cars. 
A Hying rock struck one of the 
laborers this morning and almost severed 
his little finger from his hand. A man is 
employed constantly to stand ont beyond 
the workmen and notify them when rocks 
are coming down. Many have been struck 
and one man was knocked down this morn­ 
ing, though not severely injured. 
It is expected that the track will be 
cleared of this slide some time to morrow, 
when the work-trains will be enabled to 
move. 
The 
R ecord Union's 
correspondent 
started on foot for Sims’ from the work- 
train this afternoon, and the latter place 
was reached after a walk of a couple of 
hours. The snow at Sims is about four 
feet deep and it has been raining here as at 
Delta. 
The river is rising rapidly and Í9 a 
muddy stream. The water has changed 
its color from a bluish green to a muddy 
red. There are no bad slides between 
Tunnel Xo. 9 and this place, and the snow 
has been removed from the track up to 
and beyond here. 
People who are not acquainted with the 
manner in which a railroad outfit crew 
subsists 
while on the 
road 
naturally 
believe that the men are haif starved aud 
have to rustle for tbeir own food as best 
they can, bnt this is indeed not the case. 
The R ecobd-Union reporter has been with 
tee outfit train working north for two or 
three days and during that time he bad an 
excellent opportunity of seeing how men 
are cared for. 
Besides several carloads of freight in the 
train here there are five sleeping coaches, 
two dining-rars, a cook-car and a caboose, 
which are used to accommodate the gang 
of 100 workmen, besides the train crew. 
Three meals a day are furnished and the 
bill of fare consists of fried steak, stew, 
potatoes, hot biscuits, tomatoes, corn, cold 
roast beef and mutton, coffee and ail other 
side issues. Two dining cars are able to 
accommodate nearly the whole number of 
men on the train, bnt as a general rule the 
brakemen, engineers, conductors and fire­ 
men wait until the second table. 
The lamps are lit in the dining cars for 
breakfast and supper, the former rneai 
being partaken of very early and the latter 
about dark. There are about a dtzsn or 
so of waiterp who make it tbeir business to 
see that every one is served promptly. All 
the victuals are well cooked, aud not a 
person in the outfit has been heard to 
growl at the bill of fare. 
Thomas Williams, who has charge of the 
train is an energetic man and attends to 
business in an able manner. The sleeping 
cars are warm aud comfortable, and any 
one as tired as men are after this kind of 
work can enjoy an excellent night’s rest. 
The trainmen sleep in banks in the ca­ 
boose. 
Meal time is hailed by the men with de­ 
light, and when the foreman gives the sig­ 
nal to stop work, they all make a rush for 
the tables. 
There are cars of coal and wood in the 
train and from these the engines are sup­ 
plied with fnel. When not near water 
tanks, the engineers take water from the 
streams w hich are found every place flow­ 
ing down the banks on either side of the 
track.

CHURCH R IO T , 


P o l'sh W om en a n d G irls E n d ea v o r to 
M ob u P riest. 


B u f f a l o (N. Y.), February 21.—A riot 
occurred to-day in the vicinity of St. Adel- 
bert’s Church. Buffalo, which required the 
full force of 200 policemen to quell. Xone 
were killed, but several policemen were 
more or less injured by bricks and other 
missiles, aud the leader of the rioters, a 
Polish woruaD, name unknown, is badly 
hurt. 
The riot was the continuance of the 
demonstration of disfavor with which Paw- 
ler, the Dunkirk priest, who was appointed 
to this parish lately by Bishop Ryan, had 
been received. 
By order of Bishop Ryan Father Pawler 
tried to hold services this morning. The 
priest notified the police that he would 
obey the orders and asked for protection. 
Over two hundred policemen were there­ 
fore sent to his aid. 
The priest wa3 
escorted in his buggy to the church by a 
cordon of armed detectives. 
On his 
arrival at the church they found, drawn up 
around the gate, a barricade which bad 
been erected around the church, and fully 
2,500 Polish women and girls. The mc-n 
stood aloof on the other side of the street 
and looked on. 
The policemen were instructed not to 
strike the women with their fists or batons, 
so an unequal warfare began. The Polish 
women fought like enraged tigers and 
pushed the policemen away from the gate 
by sheer force of numbers. 
Finally the policemen beat down the 
barricade and surrounded the 
women. 
Then from tbeir aprons the women pro­ 
duced salt and pepper, which they Hung 
in the blue-coat-,' eyes. Thev scratched, 
bit, struck, kicked, and yelled like so many 
cats. 
The arrival of the priest was the signal 
for the climax of the riot. The women 
hurled themselves en masse upon the car­ 
riage, sprang upon his back, and one 
womaD, who acted as the leader, actually 
caught the priest by the throat and would 
have strangled him. It took four police­ 
men to pull her off. The Polish men now 
added a shower of stones, bricks and other 
missiles to the fray. This was soon sub­ 
dued by batons, and not a few went home 
with broken heads and bloody noses. Xine 
were arrested. 
Special policeman Lyons had his shoul­ 
der-blade broken and half a dozen other 
officers were more or less injured. 
The woman ringleader was thrown down 
and trampled on and badly hurt. The 
priest was rescued badly scared, and with 
his vestments bespattered and torn. After 
his departure the crowd was dispersed, and 
the policemen are now guarding the priest 
in an abode known oniv to them.

J A K E K IL R A IN . 


H e K n o ck s tlie W o n d erfu l Y a cq n elin O ut 
in the T hird R ound . 


N e w O r l e a n s , Febrnary 2d.—Notwith­ 
standing all that has been said about the 
death of prize-lighting in New Orleans, Jake 
Kilrain appeared in the role of a gladiator 
to-day at West End in the full light of day, 
with the police force keeping guard over the 
crowd, and in front of as tine an a3sem - 
lage as ever gathered on su ch an occasion. 
His opponent was Felix Vacquelin, a tali 
strapping youngster of French ancestry, 
quick on h¡9 feet, strong as a lion and 
bands like battering-rams, both as to size 
and driving power. 
An Englishman, named Allen, picked 
him up for an easy target some time ago 
and Vacquelin knocked him ont in one 
round. A Mississippi giant from Bay St. 
Louis was matched against him and was 
whipped in two ronnds. 
Then Professor Dennis Butler played a 
seeming joke on the Frenchman, aud 
matched him against Lem McGregor, the 
St. Joe Kid. They fought in December, 
and Vacquelin knocked him helpless in 
the thirteenth round. Vacquelin wasted 
half his blows in that battle, but when he 
did hit, he bit like Sullivan, and stood his 
punishment with the same scornful in­ 
difference. “The town,” that is the sport­ 
ing part of it, went wild with enthusiasm, 
and Vacquelin was put upon a champion­ 
ship pedestal and worshiped as the com­ 
ing king, so when Kilrain came there was 
a mutch waiting for him. 
Vacquelin is a good-natured, lion-hearted 
sort of a fellow, who would fight anybody, 
and his friends were anxious for him to 
meet the Baltimorean, because he is prob­ 
ably the most scientific man in the world, 
and Vacqueliu’s measure could best be 
taken by such a staudard. 
Then there was the certainty of a large 
attendance and besides the local man’s 
friends had a secret feeiing he might acci­ 
dentally knock out Sullivan’s late antag­ 
onist and jum p into prominence at once. 
Kilrain was as willing as the home man. 
Kilrain wanted a four-round go, thinking 
it would be long enough for the purposes, 
bat Vacqueiin’s men wauted ten or twenty, 
but they compromised upon six rounds 
with soft gloves. 
A purse of $2,000 was raised and put up 
in safe hands, and January 19;h fixed as 
the date, and Vacquelin went into training 
earnestly, while Kilrain wentback toRich- 
burg, hunted and lived regularly, keeping 
well and strong without reducing himself 
to starvation weight. The date was later 
changed to to day. 
The theater at West End was the scene of 
the contest, and both men were out at 
Lakeside eariy ready for the meeting. 
Kilrain came from Richburg on Friday, 
and looked as brown as a berry. He 
weighed 207 pounds and was a better man 
than the day he fought Snilivan. There 
was good color in his face. His skin wss 
pink with the glow of health, and his 
muscles were splendidly developed with­ 
out being stiff. 
Vacquelin was also fit physically in a 
general way, but complained of a pain in 
the groin, which caused a swelling in his 
lett leg and made him a little lame. He 
never thought of backing out, however. 
By 3:30 o’clock there was a gatheriug of 
nearly 1,600 people, and some of the “old­ 
est aud best” were out. There were prom­ 
inent educators, members of the Exchanges 
and bon ton clubs, Federal, State and city 
officers, militiamen and athletes. 
The 
racehorse men were out in full force. Pur­ 
vis and other country people also came to 
the city especially for the all'air, and alto­ 
gether it was a great gathering. 
About 3:30 Kilrain stalked in bareheaded 
and with a blanket wrapped around his 
shoulders. His hair was not close cropped, 
his mustache was allowed to remain, as 
was his beard, unshaven, and only his 
carefully trained apppearance. and his bare 
chest and white tights, black socks and 
canvas shoes showed he was on deck for 
the argument at hand. Doc Adler, Kil- 
rain’s Baltimore iriend, was by his side as 
his second. That was expected, but it was 
something of a surpris? to see the wrestler 
William Muldoon, Sullivan's trainer, act- 
ingin the same capacity. 
In two minutes Vacquelin marched in 
accompanied by his retinue and was given 
an ovation. He was acc mpanied by Mike 
Cleary and James Sweeney as seconds, and 
Mike Oliver as bottle-holder. 
Vacquelin met the people and Kilrain 
smilingly. He threw off his overcoat and 
displayed a naked bosom. He wore brown 
tights, and a red sash tied with a iover s 
knot at his side, and leather fighting shoes. 
Although Vacquelin measures 0 feet 2 
inclie;, he did not look larger than Kilrain, 
who is only 5 leet 101 inches. Vacquelin 
is as clean built as a greyhound, with a 
sturdy neck, well-set chpst asd shoulders, 
and arms and legs that do not seem to be 
as well-muscled as they are, on account of 
their length. 
Kilrain on the contrary looked broad 
and heavily muscled, and loomed up like 
Sullivan did when he faced the Baiti- 
morian at Richbnrg. There wa3 not much 
trouble in selecting a referee. Pat Kin- 
drick was suggested and was urged to ac­ 
cept and did so, and John O’Neill and 
John L Duffy were named as time-keep­ 
ers. Gloves were chosen and 
donned. 
They were called four-ounce gloves, bnt 
looked 
less 
than 
three. 
The crowd 
showed some enthusiasm when Vacquelin 
went over and shook baDds with Kiir&in 
in the latter’s corner to show that it was a 
friendly meeting. 
Later on the principals 
and seconds met in the center and clasped 
hands, and then the decks were cleared 
for action. 
Mnldoon made a little speech, saving it 
was a gatheriug on Sunday afternoon to 
witness a glove contest, and he hoped the 
crowd would not forget it and think it 
had come to a prize tight in the country. 
It was a contest for a display of skill, 
strength and endurance, and not a fight. 
Both sides had agreed to abide by the 
referee’s decision, and the crowd should 
do the same. 
Then Muldoon stepped back into his 
corner and at 3:49 o’clock the referee 
called time, and the men sprang lightly 
forward and the fight commenced. 
Kilrain made the fight scientifically and 
showed all the generalship for which he is 
noted. In the first round he tried to draw 
Vacquelin on. but the latter was wary and 
never assumed the offensive. Then he 
feinted, led lightly with his left when he 
stepped in quick and landed on the face 
and as Vacqueiin’s attention was attracted, 
delivered a naif arm swine with the right on 
the neck and clinched. Vacquelin fought 
en piuckily and got in some faint short-arm 
returns on the sides. 
After that he could not touch Kilrain. 
Iu the second round Kilrain repealed 
the half arm blow and sqneezsd Vacquelin 
in a clinch so when he let him go Vac­ 
quelin dropped to one knee. 
When Kilrain found his rival was weak­ 
ening he rushed in and clinched again, at 
th e same tim e sw inging a rig h t iu on the 
neck. It was a good chance to end up 
m atters theD, but the police and referee in ­ 
terfered. 
Kilrain continued the rashes and landed 
on the neck, jaw and stomach with both 
bands, clinched and crowded Vacquelin to 
the ropes. When the round ended Vac- 
quelin’s jaw was swelling up and his ribs 
were rosy. 
In the third round Vacquelin was inore 
confident and swung o u t‘his right, but re­ 
lapsed to the defensive when he failed to 
reach. Kilrain landed a left-hander on 
the stomach at very long range and slipped 
after the blow. It was Vacqnelin’s chance, 
bat Kilrain got away like a cat. Then he 
smashed his right hand on the jaw, on the 
body, feinted again with his left and 
clinched with it, leaving the right hand 
free for work. 
His right swung around and struck with 
terrific force on Vacquelin's jaw and side 


in rapid succession. He got away with a 
a few light returns. 
He repeated this per­ 
formance, landing his right thiee times 
more on the jaw before the round closed. 
Cleary urged Vacquelin to continue, but 
the big fellow’s sore leg had swollen from 
the exercise, and he said he would no: go 
on. He was far from being knocked ont, 
although his lip was cut and Lis jaw and 
sides were sore. He said he had no busi­ 
ness to fight at all. 
Under the circumstances Cieary threw np 
the sponge, and Kilrain was declared the 
winner. Vncqueiin cried, and wanted an­ 
other go. Kilrain se.id his opponent is a 
good man, but green. 


T H R E A T E N IN G L E T T E R .

Ch ic a g o , February 2d.—Edwin 
Pard- 
ridge, the well-known I! ard of Trade 
speculator, was in anything but an easy 
frame of mind ias: night. 
He did not 
know whether he was the dnpe of a prac­ 
tical joke or the destined victim of pre­ 
meditated murder. The cause of Mr. Pard- 
ridge’s disquietude was the reception of an 
anonymous letter of rather startling import 
yesterday. In May wheat he has of iate 
been very fortunate in his adventures on 
the Board, and, being one of the heaviest 
dealers, he has apparently created the im­ 
pression among certain outside speculators 
that he is runnicg the market. 
Mr. Par-Iridge has sympathetically kept 
short on May wheat, and, owing to the de­ 
cline in prices, owns to have cleared a 
modest fortune by his transactions. Others 
—and among them B P. Hutchinson—by 
keeping long of the market have been 
badly nipped. The "shorts” have had no 
trouble in covering themselves, but the 
“longs'’ have had to unload at a great loss. 
The disturbing letter, which was written 
in a cramped and evidently disguised band, 
conns from somebody who got caught in 
bis transactions. It wasas fellows: 
Mr. Pardridge: You can put w heat up 5 cents 
a bushel. If you do not p a t it up 2 cents before 
Saturday or M onday at 1 o’clock I w ill kill you. 
Now, I am not a crank, but a despe,ate m an. 
You are ruining m e an d others. So help me 
God, if you do not pu t up th e m arket 2 cents I 
w ill shoot you dead in your tracks M onday 
night, a rd anyone w ho defends you next. I am 
desperate, an d th in k no m ore of killing m yself 
th a n I do of killing yon speculators. 
Mr. Pardridge was ca led upon and asked 
what be thought of the missive. “I do not 
know,” said he, "what to think. lean 
scarcely believe the letter to be a mere 
j <ke. Still, nobody but a fool or a crank 
would write snch a letter. I think some 
inexperienced outsider who bps been dab­ 
bling iu May wheat has taken that course 
to save himself from loss. Whether or not 
he is desperate enough to carry ont his 
threat is a mere matter of conjecture. Our 
President, you know, was shot by a crank. 
The man is a fool, at any rate, or he would 
know that it is impossible for me to raise 
the market as he wishes.” 


TE N LIVES LOST. 


P a r ticu la rs o f th e F ire in B o sto n S atu r­ 
d a y N ig h t. 


B o s t o n , February 2 1 — 1' is now known 
that in this morning's North street fire ten 
persons were burned to dtath, and three 
others fatally wounded, and six more seri­ 
ously, if not mortally, hurt. It is believed 
the fire started in the clothing store on 
the first floor, and before it was discovered 
it bad eaten through the partition wail of 
the hallway, which contained the stairs 
leading to the tenements above, and :hu3 
cut off all escape for the occupants. The 
scenes which occurred among the inmiies 
when they were awakened were most ex­ 
citing. Shrieks of terror, groans of agony 
and cries for help filled the air. Sien, 
women and children filled the windows 
and piteously pleaded for help. Some of 
the more venturesome even hung from the 
windows by only a slight hold on sills. 
Ladders were quickly hoi3ted, lines of hose 
hurriedly run off, and in ten minutes the 
fear of persona! safety had subsided, and 
those whom it was possible to save had 
been taken from their positions of peril, 
and the wounded had been taken to places 
where their injuries could be cared for. 
After the fire was practically extinguished 
Chief WeIjber, followed by several firemen, 
went into the building and with difficulty 
ascended to the upper 11 ¡oís. 
When they 
reached them a sight that horrified them 
me their gaze. 
Under one of the 
windows 
was a 
crouched human form, burned to a crisp 
almost. The two palms were clasped to­ 
gether, and kneeling as if in 
prayer. 
Farther search revealed only cinders and 
ashes. Seeing escape from the flames be­ 
low to the streets impossible, because the 
stairs were roaring masses of domes, the 
terrifi d victims had evidently rushed to 
the upper floor in tneir attempts to escape, 
and there had b-jen roasted as if held in a 
furnace. 
Later two bodies of infants were removed 
from other parts of the building, and a list 
of ten human lives made up. 
The injured were removed to a hospital 
and the dead bodies taken to the morgue 
fo* ider.iificatioD. 
Serious suspicions wiil b? raised that the 
fire was the work of an incendiary. It is 
stated than when the street door wa> hurst 
open the smell gave strong indications that 
the stairs and floor had been saturated with 
coal oil 
The police have decided on a 
thorough investigation, and one Benjamin 
Simoiids has been arrested on suspicion. 


IN D IG N A N T P E O P L E . 


A N egro S p ec u la tes iu a C em etery autl 
C am e N ea r B ein g M obbed. 


N ic h o l a s v il l e (Ky ), February 2d.—A 
mob of infuriated colored people yesterday 
attempted to deal out vengeance to one of 
their color for disturbing the graves of the 
dead. Edmund Martin, the proprietor of 
the cemetery, is a prominent and influen­ 
tial citizen, and is a member of the Trus­ 
tees of the town. He has been selling lots 
for burial purposes for years.

eral hours Martin’s life seemed in imminent 
danger.

hold a meeting and discuss the matter 
The attorneys for the railroad have offered 
iucreused sums to Martin that he might 
appease the people, but to no purpose.

In addition to having control of the Agri­ 
cultural Department, the ex-Minister bed 
jurisdiction over the public works, the na­ 
tional telegraph lines, I’ostoffices, Govern­ 
ment railroads, and colonization and emi­ 
gration, and this gave him a great oppor­ 
tunity to abuse the trust which had been 
reposed in him, and that he has done so is 
generally 
believed, 
and 
invcs'igdtions 
which are ytt to be made irn> his official 
conduct may develop the fact that ¡beie are 
o'her shameful instances of his gross abuse 
of office, if not i.coial dishonesty. 
One of the chief causes which led to 
Rebeiro's retirement from tiro O biue' a 
his connection with a bitter tight which has 
been going on bet .vcen two Ntw York life 
insurance companies since the new Govvrn 
incut came into power. S.-on after the 
establishment of the Republic the Govern­ 
ment announced that ail coutracts and 
ra­ 
dar obligations which b al been entered 
into by the monarchical Government would 
be assumed and carried out by the new 
Government. However, the agoni of me 
of the companies was notified by ihe De­ 
partment of Agriculture ;ba: it would be 
necessary to have h s concession renewed. 
It was ilitimated to the agent that for $10,­ 
000 he could get ihe concession. The agent 
looked into the matter closely and found 
that money was being used by the rival 
company to injure his interests, and this 
led to the discovery. The Government in­ 
vestigated the affair at once, and the ieig- 
natiou of Rebeiro was the result.

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EDISON'S LATEST. 


In the light of the developments of elec­ 
trical science in the last twenty years we 
ought to be prepared to receive almost any 
promise as possible of being carried out, 
where electricity is the agency involved. 
But the statement that Mr. Edison has dis­ 
covered a process whereby he can reproduce 
at any distance at which a current of elec­ 
tricity will work instruments, the object 
seen at one end of the line may well be 
doubted. The capacity to produce the 
picture of an object involves light and 
shade. 
No object can be seen in which 
light and shade do not have part. 
Now, 
while Mr. Edison probably has been able 
to photograph the flight of a bullet from a 
rifle and record its passage as it breaks 
currents of electricity, it is inconceivable 
that he make electrical currents, throngh 
the aid of photography, reproduce light 
and shade or pictures, except as was long 
since done by minute punctures in paper 
or waxed sheets corresponding to similar 
sheets passed through the sending instru­ 
ment, or by the passage of electrical cur­ 
rents over chemically prepared sheets, so 
that they will develop at one end of a line 
the same outlines passed through the send­ 
ing instrument at the other end. 
It was 
long ago shown that in this latter manner 
a newspaper or manuscript, where a certain 
kind of ink is used, may be reproduced at 
a great distance, hut the discovery has 
never been brought to that nicety of exe­ 
cution essential to render it valuable for 
any purpose. 
This is not, however, the 
system upon which we understand Mr. 
Edison proposes to work his new discov­ 
ery ; it is, on the contrary, stated that the 
figure presented at the dispatching eud of 
the line will be seen at the receiving end 
as a figure is seen by reflection. 
Neverthe­ 
less, while doubting for reasons related to 
known laws of light, Edison is so truly the 
modern wizard that we stand ready to 
confess error and receive his assurance as 
next to demonstration if it turns out that 
he has promised all the reports credit him 
with. 
The probability is, however, that 
he has not been correctly reported, and 
that what he claims is the reproduction of 
outlines only, and that is possible to a cer­ 
tain limit. 


THE QUORUM RULING. 


The calm thought of the country is com­ 
ing to the support of the position taken by 
Speaker Reed on the quorum question. As 
one parliamentarian puts it, “It is absurd 
to hold that when 300 legislators are pres­ 
ent and answer to their names on roll call 
that the next instant they can become ab­ 
sent by closing their mouths.” 
We are 
assured by competent authority that the 
ruling of Speaker Reed has been the prac­ 
tice in the Legislature of Massachusetts for 
a hundred years. 
It is added that in that 
State even the Democratic press declines 
to condemn the ruling of the Speaker, 
since in reference to the Legislature of its 
own State it has approved for years like 
rulings of that body in the matter of recog­ 
nizing a quorum. 
In this connection we desire to correct 
an error that has found currency in some 
of the press of the metropolis, to the effect 
that in the late Legislature of California 
the President of the Senate, Mr. White, 
made a similar ruling to that of Speaker 
Reed. 
It is said that when the two 
Houses met in joint session to elect Library 
Trustees the Republicans refused to vote, 
thus breaking a quorum, apparently, and 
that thereupon Mr. White, being in the 
chair, noted the names of sufficient Repub­ 
licans present and then declared a quorum. 
The facts are these: The two Houses met 
in joint session for the purpose indicated, 
and the Republicans did refuse to vote on 
the ground that there was no constitu­ 
tional warrant for the act. 
But there 
were sixty-three Democrats present who 
voted, and sixty-one is a quorum of a joint 
session of the Houses of the California 
Legislature. Mr. White made no such rul­ 
ing as stated, and had no occasion to do so. 


T h e Societv of California Pioneers, in 
Chicago, is reported to have received 
news of the proposed purchase of the site 
of Sutter’s Fort with loud acclaim, and to 
have pledged itself at once to liberal con­ 
tribution to the fudd for that purpose. 
This action should inspire our local asso­ 
ciations with something more of energy. 
The time is rapidly approaching when the 
payment must be made, if at all, and the 
fund for the purpose ought to be in hand 
some days preceding that date. At pres­ 
ent not one-third of the necessary money 
lias been 
raised, a 
fact 
not 
at all 
complimentary to the public spirit of the 
people of the State. 
After the whole sum 
is secured, there will then be necessary as 
much more to enter upon the work of the 
restoration of the fort, or so much of it as 
may be determined upon, and to make 
provision for its preservation as a historic 
landmark. As time proceeds the spot will 
become of greater historic worth, and will 
more and more become an object of espe 
cial interest not only to visitors, but to our 
own peopie. 
We trust that the people 
will make haste in this matter, and not 
allow the date on which the purchase 
money must he paid to pass by without 
the deed for the property having been 
executed. 


O u r Mexican neighbors arc too sensi­

EY ERITH ÍIG FOR COMFORT. 


SNOW-BOUND 
PASSENGERS 
COMPLI­ 
MENT THE RAILROAD SERVICE. 


P ra isin g th e P lu c k o f th e O fficers a n d 
M en W ho O pened th e P ath w ay 
T h ro u g h th e Snow. 


[From the San Francisco Examiner.] 
T he following letter has been received by 
General Passenger Agent Goodman of the 
Southern Pacific Company relative to the 
treatm ent of the passengers on the block- 
ad td trains in the Sierras : 
T. 11. Goodman, Esq , General Passenger 
and Ticket Agent, Southern Pacific Company, 
City—D e a r S ir : I have been spoken to by 
somewhere in the neighborhood of 500 
people since m y return to San Francisco 
relative to the alleged hard time I experi­ 
enced in the snow blockade in tbe Sierra 
and m y treatm ent at the hands of the rail­ 
road company. 
Regarding our position on the m ountain, 
I would say that we were sidetracked at 
Em igrant Gap, w ith engines attached to 
tbe train, in order tbat we m ight proceed 
as speedily as possible should the road be 
cleared. The m ain track was being occu­ 
pied by engines busily engaged in moving 
back and forth in securing supplies of 
wood, water, etc. Train No. 1 was on the 
main track, just below Shady R un, stuck 
in the enow, and the push plow was work­ 
ing behind it. 
It worked steadily ail day 
Thursday endeavoring to perform w hat 
they afterwards learned was an impossi­ 
bility. The company had probably fifty 
engines there, and I am certain they had 
eleven or twelve on the push plow. 
Regarding the statem ent made by Mr. 
Grubb, who claims to be a Director of the 
Pennsylvania Company, I would say that 
this gentleman has probably inherited con­ 
siderable property from his grandfather, 
and lived on the interest of his investment, 
and while owning stock in the Pennsylva­ 
nia Company, had never had any practical 
railroad experience; hence his criticism 
cannot am ount to m uch. 
Regarding the operator being danger­ 
ously sick at Cascade, I would state that we 
learned of his sickness. The road not being 
open, as alleged, it was an impossibility to 
get an engine or car to him , and while I 
was at the station it again set in to snow, 
and had piled up to a tremendous hight. 
The correspondent of the New York World 
telegraphed Superintendent W right, and be 
replied to theetfect that help had been sent, 
and we all read the telegram received by 
the agentat Em igrantG ap, and Dr. Foalkes 
was informed tbat assistance had baen sent 
to the distressed telegraph operator as soon 
as it was known he was ill, but it was im ­ 
possible to send an engine from Em igrant 
Gap. 
Regarding food furnished us, I would re­ 
spectfully say that we did not pass a single 
m eal w ithout bread, which was provided at 
the regu.ar Pullm an rates. 1 was eight 
days in the blockade, walking out on T hurs­ 
day, the balance of the party being released 
on Saturday morning, they being there two 
nights longer than myself. W e had canDed 
peaches and apricots, which were furnished 
at the regular Pullm an rates; also a surfeit 
of canned corn, beef, and plenty of canned 
tongue; also chicken curry and veal saute, 
with tomato sauce of the very best quality, 
which was a very toothsome diet, consider­ 
ing we were exiled. 
In regard to the killing of the cow, I 
would say that there was a train of cattle 
which ran into the sheds, slightly m aim ­ 
ing a num ber of the steers, which were, in 
excellent condition. 
One of these was 
bought by Gaffin’s hotel and served in good 
shape. It was not carved in first-class 
order, but was very acceptable neverthe­ 
less. There were more steeis to be had, if 
desired, and the railroad people informed 
the hotel that they m ight have all they 
wished. So this entirely dispels the state­ 
m ent that the anim al was killed by a fall­ 
ing shed and its carcass dug out from under 
the snow. 
Regarding indigent passengers having 
nothing to eat, I found there were two 
ladies in the sleeper “Paraíso,” one of 
whom had been previously in onr car, the 
“San Ju an ,” and at m y solicitation she 
made a change and joined the other lady. 
Upon inquiring as to the condition of her 
funds, she replied that her money bad al­ 
most given out, and I toid her it she de­ 
sired more it would be forthcoming at 
once, and tbat anything sbe might call for 
in tbe way of eatables would be furnished, 
and I would see that they were paid for. 
Our conductor, C. W. Bradwav, took 
charge of the snow-plow on Friday m orn­ 
ing, and only came to our car once for 
about five hours during our entire stay. I 
went the next day after this to where the 
plow was working and told Mr. Bradway 
of the condition of a few of the passengers; 
that is, in not having sufficient funds to 
pay for their meals, and also to inform him 
of several railroad employes who were 
going to the hospital at Sacramento, being 
in need. 
He told me that when I ascer­ 
tained of any needy passengers to see that 
they were properly fed. and also that 
all the passengers had enough to eat, and 
that the company would see me through. 
I asked him if it was necessary for them to 
have an order or ticket, and he replied that 
he would stand the expense; to simply 
turn in tbe buffet stub given them and he 
would see tbat everything was paid for by 
the company. I returned and gave this in ­ 
formation to the passengers, and said that 
the company was not only able but williDg 
to pay for the meals of all needy persons 
on this 
train. 
Everybody understood; 
there could be no m istake about it. Every­ 
body knew tbat the company was ready 
and willing to see that they were properly 
cared for. 
Tbe cars were all warm; they were very 
comfortable indeed, especially the cars be­ 
hind ns, which were not Pnilm an. There 
were three engines on onr train, aud with 
the cars “filled the side track in the shed.” 
W hen these engines were taken from our 
train and put on the plow the train was 
moved ahead, occupying the space previ­ 
ously taken up by the engines, and in this 
way tbe cars got better air and a little more 
light. The atm osphere in the car “Paraíso” 
was somewhat close, owing in a great 
measure to some of the occupants taking 
very strong smelling medicines, and two 
ladies from Boston having a large chest of 
very powerful smelling drugs, which gave 
the car the flavor of an apothecary store. 
Regarding the sanitary condition of the 
car, I m ast say, in justice to the road, that 
it was very good. The air was, as usual, 
m usty in the shed, but there were no of­ 
fensive odors. The excrement was frozen, 
thereby leaving no 
offensive smell. I 
can truthfully state that the sanitary con­ 
dition of the car was 50 per cent, better than 
I have experienced in regular trains ru n ­ 
ning on regular time, the usual offensive 
odors from the closets being entirely absent 
in this cold altitude. 
Mr. Johns of New York accompanied me 
on m y walk out Thursday. The railroad 
meu had made a trail in the snow, and we 
walked down it to Alta and there found an 
engine and caboose, 
the conductor of 
which, as soon as he learned we were be­ 
lated passengers, carried us down to Col­ 
fax, where we met a work train about to 
start for Sacramento. There were som e­ 
where in the neighborhood of thirty-five 
passenger stalled at Em igrant Gap in onr 
train. 
W hile we were all more or less dis­ 
gusted at our situation, still the num ber of 
passengers who vented their spleen bv de­ 
nouncing the railroad were bnt few’: yet 
their continued complaints and growiings 
conld not fail to affect the prejudices of 
nearly all the balance of tbe passengers 3ud 
made them imagine they were UDjastly 
treated by the raiiroad company. 
Tbe telegraph operators did ¿11 they pos­ 
sibly could in the way of sending and re­ 
ceiving telegrams for us, notwithstanding 
their facilities were very limited. 
Gaffin, who runs the hotel at Emigrant 
Gap, would not serve a meal except at 75 
cents per head, and no meal would be served 
unless the m om y was forthcoming. 
In regard to the Chinese cook refusing to 
perform his duty; this Celestial was em ­ 
ployed at the section-house, which is dis­ 
tinct and separate from the railroad com­ 
pany, and as it was he had a great many 
more m onths to feed than usual, and when 
asked to do more additional work, refused, 
like his race, and threatened to quit. The 
lady connected with the section-house fur­ 
nished us and tbe Pnilm an buffet with a 
large quantity of good bread. Yours trnlv,

which we have come since leaving Reno. 
“ In traveling through the Eastern States 
we have not infrequently been blockaded 
for days by snow two leet deep on the level, 
and where in culs for the distance of an 
eighth to a quarter of a mile the snow 
m ight be drilled ten feet deep. 
“Since leaving Truckee we have passed 
through snow piled on either side of our 
car on an average of nearly if not quite 
ten feet in bight, while at frequent inter­ 
vals it would be from forty to fifty feet 
above our car window. 
“So deep was the snow that in places 
only the tops of the telegraph poles were 
visible, and in other places we were in­ 
formed that the snow was tweDty feet above 
their tops. 
“ We have been along the Blue Canyon, 
where the only mode ot ingress or egress 
afforded the residents was by tunnels. 
“The residents of these houses tell us 
that never before have there been any 
storms with which to cam pare the present. 
“A lter seeiDg the difficulties that have 
been conquered, instead of finding fault 
with the m anagem ent the passengers of 
Pullm an car Tangiers, one and all, regard 
the opening of the road between Reno and 
the point we have reached as one of the 
greatest evidences of the power of man over 
the elements that we have ever witnessed, 
and instead of censure have only praise for 
the pluck of officers and men who have 
opened a way through these avalanches of 
snow.

TURF TOPICS. 


COMING COLT STAKES OF THE SACRA­ 
MENTO ASSOCIATION. 


T he P rin c ip le Not a New O ne—I t is B orn 
o f C om m on Sense. 
B oston, February 2d.—Additional affirm­ 
ative evidence of the correctness of Speaker 
Reed’s quorum ruling is furnished by the 
old Bay State. The contest on the floor of 
Congress naturally excites general interest 
in Massachusetts ; but while the opposition 
press join in the cry against the Speaker’s 
refusal to recognize motions, etc., all, irre­ 
spective of party, acquiesce in the legality 
of his quorum views. Such rulings have 
been precedents in the old historical Gen­ 
eral Court of Commonwealth. The Boston 
papers print columns of interviews on the 
m atter with prom inent lawyers and states­ 
men. 
H on. John D. Long, ex-Governor and 
Congressman, says: 
‘ Speaker Reed's de­ 
cision is of great valne, because with all 
the trouble that attends it and which 
will very soon pass away, it is the ini­ 
tiation of a substantial reform. It is a 
shame, and both parties are equally guilty. 
It is a farce, tbat of 300 persons only 14S 
could be counted, because while the eye 
saw the whole 300, 152 kept their m ouths 
shut and were not heard by the ears. 
Speaker Reed is right and the tim e will 
come when his service will be gratefully 
acknowledged. There is nothing better 
than to break a bad precedent, even if 
hoary with age. In Massachusetts no such 
an excuse is allowed in the Legislature.” 
Speaker Marden of the Massachusetts 
Legislature said : “Speaker Reed is right, 
and, as he has said, this principle is not a 
new one, for it has been an unbroken prac­ 
tice of the Massachusetts House for years. 
Here it has even been the principle that if 
a quorum of 100 members was present 
when a discussion is had, a second division 
cannot be called for on the ground that 
less than a quorum had voted. The rule 
was born of common sense.” 
Speaker Barrett said there was no donbt 
of Speaker Reed's legal justification. It 
was a question of policy. 
H on. Patrick Collins and other prom ­ 
inent Democrats tacitly supported these 
opinions by declining to discuss the quo­ 
rum issue, but freely expressing them ­ 
selves in reference to his other rulings. 


T H E CONFESSIONAL. 


G ladstone T liinks I t S hould B e R evived 
by P ro te sta n ts, 
N ew Y o rk , February 2d.—The advance 
sheets of Gladstone’s second article on the 
novel, "Ellen M iddleton,” have been re­ 
ceived here. The article is rem arkable for 
the fact that tbe great Protestant makes an 
appeal for the revival of some form of con­ 
fession in the Protestant churches. 
The novel under review was written 
forty-five years sgo by Lady Georgiana 
Fullerton, a sister of Gladstone’s trusted 
colleague, Lord Granville. The Tractarian 
m ovement was then beginning to stir the 
Anglican church with a desire tor the re­ 
vival of Catholic practices, long fallen into 
disuse, the confession among the rest. 
Tbe heroine of the story, Ellen Middle­ 
ton, is an orphan who, as a girl, in a quar­ 
rel, sirikes her cousin a blow which causes 
her to fall into the river and be drowned. 
The event is looked upon as an accident, 
and Ellen becomes the heir of her uncle’s 
affection and property. The ugly secret of 
the blow she struck is buried in her bosom 
and a netw ork of deception closes around 
her. H er troubles culm inate wben she 
finds that the blow by which she unw ill­ 
ingly compassed her cousin's death was 
witnessed by a ntau who, after her m ar­ 
riage. pursues her as her lover. 
H er hus­ 
band, when she is on her knees to this un­ 
welcome suitor begging him for mercy in 
the possession of her secret, comes into the 
room only to turn away and leave her the 
victim of his worst misjudgment. 
Her 
death is the result of the misery she en­ 
dured. 
The moral is tbat by confession Ellen 
Middleton would at once have unburdened 
herself of her secret and learned how light 
her transgression had really been. Glad­ 
stone’s idea of the confession is not neces­ 
sarily the Catholic and sacramental one, 
but rather the need for some means, under 
religious sanction, of m aking confidants 
and seeking sound advice.

N ew Y o rk . February 2 i.—The Times' 
special from London of February 1st Eays: 
Gladstone bas gene up to Oxford to live in 
bachelor seclusion and academic m edita­ 
tion nntii Parliam ent meets on the 11th. 
A suit of apartm ents in his old College of 
All Souls has been turned over to him, aDd 
though he dines in the ball, it is under­ 
stood that his privacy will not be intruded 
upon. 
H e declined to receive an address from 
the Liberal Association of the University, 
because he desired absolute im m unity from 
speeches, but strong 
pressure is being 
brought to bear to get him to attend a non­ 
partisan meeting next week of the Oxford 
Union, tbe famous debating society of 
which he was President in 182S. 
From this calm and scholastic treat the 
old rrar, will emerge ten days hence to lead 
3D impetuous and fierce attack on the M in­ 
istry, with his lean forefinger pointing in 
trem bling indignation at Balfour end with 
the wild cheers of the Irish members 
punctuating his periods. The omens of 
great political excitem ent increase as the 
time for the meetiDg of Parliam ent ap­ 
proaches. 
There is great uncertainty 89 to wbat tbe 
report of the Parnell Commission is like, 
and even as to the m onster reception to be 
given to W illiam O’Brien hereon the even­ 
ing of the 12th.

It is O’Brien's first appearance in 
the metropolis. The interest aroused by 
his fainting on tbe platiorm in Leeds on 
Thursday evening, and by his whole re­ 
m arkable struggle igainst physical weak­ 
ness in prison and out, has made him for a 
time a distinct hero in the eyes of the Lon­ 
don crowd.

KEV. ME. GEOWDEN DISCOUESES ON THE 


SNOW BLOCKADE. 


T he G ran d V ictory A chieved by M an— 
H o n o r to W h o m I t is D u e—W h at 
th e L esson T each es. 


A t the First Christian Church on Eighth 
street, between N and 0 , Rev. A. M. Grow- 
den yesterday delivered a most eloquent 
and rem arkable discourse on the subject of 
the recent snow blockade in the Sierra Ne 
vada, taking for his text the following: 
“ Render therefore to all their dues; custom 
to whom custom ; fear to whom fear; honor 
to whom honor.”—Rom. xiii., 7. 
Nature, 
how vastly 
com prehensive! 
Sometimes she plays before ns, sportive 
as a lam b on a sunlit hill. 
We hear her 
voice in the throat of the woodland song­ 
ster; in the low of the cattle; in the roar of 
Niagara, as 85,000,000 tons of w ater are 
poured into the abyss every h o u r; in the 
wash of the waves of the A tlantic; in the 
music of the babbling brook. T ruly she 
speaks a varying language. 
Nature is full of interest to the observant. 
David recognized th at when be wrote “ He 
giveth snow like wool; H e scattereth hoar­ 
frost like ashes; He casteth forth H is ice 
like morseis. 
W ho can stand before His 
cold?” A nd Job: “For H e saith to the 
snow, be thou on earth; and likewise to the 
rain.” 
A frown has passed over the face 
of Nature—her laughter was turned into 
w rath; even the sun of heaven covered his 
face with thick clouds at her rebuke. 
For 
weeks a fierce conflict has been raging high 
up in the Sierras. It was a conflict between 
m an and the elements. The panting iron- 
horse approaches the scene and pauses; 
throbbing engines and nerves of steel bow 
and retire before the Storm King. 
H u n ­ 
dreds of passengers hold their breaths and 
pray the unuttered prayer. 
Am id that scene of awful grandeur Na­ 
ture demands a total cessation of business. 
Infuriated, she seems insatiable. She cov­ 
ers the iron track of commerce w ith an 
im penetrable armor; she hides the habita­ 
tions of men; she places her hand upon 
the operator’s instrum ent and declares: “If 
I cannot stop its ceaseless ticking. I will 
teat down your wires.” She howls hoarse­ 
ly at terrified passengers: “I have you all 
in m y power! 
This 
is the 
hour 
of 
darkness 
and death! 
I shut out the 
light of the sun; I cause the m ountains to 
shake at the breath of m y nostrels! 
This 
shall be a reign of terror, starvation and ulti­ 
m ate d eath !” 
And so it seemed; but look 
down in the valley. The travelers are not 
forgotten. One thousand m en—yes, 1,500 
are m arshaled at the call of duty. 
They 
hasten to the scene, and a fierce conflict 
commences; it is life or death; danger is 
forgotten; comfort is dispensed wit j . Man 
contests every inch of territory. Men face 
death in order to liberate their fellows, 
“ whom, having not seen, they love.” 
Time and again victory seems w ithin 
reach, but the furies are again abroad. 
Snow—not beautiful, but blinding snow— 
impedes their 
progress. 
The partially 
cleared track is again obliterated; N ature’s 
white m antle covers all, and despair settles 
on every countenance. 
Listen! In that 
operator's office, on the wire flashes this 
message: “Spare no efforts; more men are 
on the way; liberate the passengers at any 
cost.” 
Again the glittering enemy is attacked. 
Again the “roiary” dashes the snow high 
in air. The rem aining 200 feet at Cascade 
is growing less and less; but it is at the ex­ 
pense of a noble im plem ent of snow w ar­ 
fare. The efforts of the iron m onster grow 
weaker and weaker; a shiver passes through 
its iron frame—-a crash follows—it is use­ 
less, worn out in the struggle. 
D isappointm ent 
succeeds 
disappoint­ 
m ent. B ut th at spirit which gave Califor­ 
nia to the pioneers reasserts itself, and men 
single-handed attack that snow bank. Cas­ 
cade’s bank, twenty feet deep, m ust be 
vanquished 
Earnest, unwearying efforts 
at last gaii.C-de victory! 
The Snow King 
is overcome, and his citadel dism antled! 
The trains, with shouts of acclamation, 
m ove East and West. 
W hat shall we say of these m en who 
leave hom e and comfort to brave dangers 
on snowy heights. Of those engineers who, 
day after day, amid num erous dangers, 
grasped the lever and strove to carry out 
orders. Of those operators who, hour after 
hour, by day and night, sat by their instru­ 
m ents receiving and dispatching the all- 
im portant “orders” ? Of that one who laid 
^dow n his life at his post ? Of tbe tireless 
'S uperintendent who, in bodily weakness 
and weariness of mind, took oversight of 
all and led to final victory? 
Standing between the snow and th e ad­ 
vancing arm y on the one hand, and the 
anxious, inquiring, sympathetic public on 
the other, is the ubiquitous 
reporter. 
Through him we learned of these move­ 
ments ; through him we sym pathized w ith 
the imprisoned passengers; through him 
we were apprized of their condition, and 
assured of tbeir safety. 
In thinking of this blockade, and the 
storm which is unprecedented, one cannot 
hut refer to the solicitude displayed by the 
Southern Pacific Company on behalf of the 
snowbound. They were responsible for 
their transportation not for "the act of 
God” which detained them . They were 
not legally bound to provide a single m eal. 
Generously were all those passengers treated. 
Every conductor became a caterer for their 
bodily comfort, and every car a dining­ 
room. If the high altitude aud m ental 
worry promotes sickness, Dr. M iner is 
there, to adm inister the healine balm. 
Nobly has the golden rule been exemplified 
—“Do unto others as you would have them 
do unto you.” 
The feat of raising the blockade is un­ 
paralleled in the history of railroading. 
The generosity of the company and their 
heroic efforts will be handed down to pos­ 
terity with just pride by all the good 
spirited. The spirit of Christianity is the 
spirit of appreciation. 
“Render therefore, 
to 
all, 
their dues; tribute to whom 
tribute; 
custom 
to 
whom 
custom; 
fear 
to 
whom 
fear; 
honor 
to 
to whom honor.” 
There are some in the 
world who appreciate nothing but self. 
T hat is the center and circumference of 
their horizon. 
Lack of appreciation and 
iugratitude is an infirm ity. 
Let us sym ­ 
pathize with those who are constitutionally 
weak. 
How often are we rem inded of 
Oliver Twist—“men will ask for m ore.” 
W hen the noble captain of the steam er 
Missouri rescued the passengers of the 
Danm ark, throwing overboard a part of 
his cargo to accoinrjodate them , finally 
lauding them safely, some complained. 
W hen a loving heart prompted the break­ 
ing of the alabaster box over the Savior, 
some one complained; but the Lord of 
Heaven, appreciating the motive, accepted 
her and rebuked the critic.

If the same enthusiasm and de­ 
term ination could be manifested by the 
church, wbat glorious, victorious scenes 
would greet the believer’s ey e! 
Instead of 
scattering detachments, a vast arm v, m ill­ 
ions strong, 
m arching w ith solid front 
upon the common enemy, aud as certainly 
as victory crowned the efforts of the engi­ 
neers on the m ountain top, so wonld the 
arm y of God win the world for the King of 
Kings. The hydra-beaded m onster, Sin, 
would be tram pled beneath the feet of 
horses on whose bridles would be inscribed, 
“Holiness unto the Lord.”

HIS HOT SOLD OUT. 


SENSATIONAL 
HUMORS 
ABOUT 
THE 
ELECTRIC LIGHT COMPANIES. 


T he G as C om pany A bout to E stab lish 
a n E xtensive In c a n d escen t 


L ig h t P la n t. 


The following article, under the caption 
of “Sold Out,” appeared in yesterday’s 
issue of the Sacramento Leader: 
“The startling announcem ent was made 
yesterday upon what is regarded as un­ 
questionable authority that a deal was 
made two days before that will open the 
eyes of the people of Sacramento. 
"The history of the struggle of J. D. 
Redding and others to secure a franchise 
for the erection and m aintenance of an 
electric light plant in Sacramento is well 
know n to every reader of the Leader. 
Tim e and Bgain the m atter was continued 
by the Trustees, until McLaughlin insisted 
that it was nonsense to delay any longer. 
By his vote and that of Mr. W olf the fran­ 
chise was granted. 
"The applicants for a franchise made all 
sorts of promises. They agreed to expend 
$60,000 in buildings, m achinery and other 
equipments, $30,000 the first year and an 
equal am ount the year following. If they 
sold out to anybody the city should have 
the first chance to m ake an offer for the 
property. 
They m eant 
business, 
and 
property-owners generally were glad to 
greet competition in the m atter of public 
and private lighting. 
“The gas company fought the granting 
of a franchise bitterly. 
It was represented 
that the company was owned by our own 
people aud that if a franchise was granted 
to 
outsiders it would 
sim ply 
compel 
the company to buy it. 
It was even 
intim ated that the scheme of the petition­ 
ers was merely to sell out to the gas com­ 
pany, and the petition was not made in 
good faith. Mayor Gregory heeded these 
representations and opposed the franchise. 
But it waB granted just the same. 
“It is reported now that the new com­ 
pany will erect no buildings, buy no new 
machinery, add nothing to the wealth of 
the city. 
‘In short it is said that the new concern 
has bought the electric light plant hereto­ 
fore owned by the gas company. 
W e are 
to have no competition. Consumers will 
pay as usual for their light, the city will 
have to foot the usual enormous bills, and 
the delightful harm ony that has reigned so 
long is to continue undisturbed. 
‘It is supposed that rather than face com­ 
petition from a new corporation the gas 
company has parted with its electric light 
business lor the am ount that it paid for it, 
$50,GGC, which represents the par value of 
the stock. 
“ThuB, so the report is, and there seems 
to be no reason to doubt it, tbe people who 
were bitter controversalists a few weeks ago 
ito.w dwell together in the most pleasing 
communion. The lawsuit brought at tbe 
instigation of the gas company to restrain 
the Trustees Irom granting the franchise to 
Redding & Co. will doubtless be w ith­ 
drawn. The people are in precisely the 
position they were before the gas company 
bought out the electric plant that it had 
just sold. They will have to get along 
w ith the unsatisfactory gas furnished, or 
return to petroleum or the ancient tallow 
dip. 
“The term s of the sale arc not known, 
bnt it is not regarded as probable that the 
gas company gave up the fight and placed 
themselves at the mercy ot a competitor 
w ithout reaching some sort of an under­ 
standing. The prospect for the public is 
not very bright. The Trustees, unwittingly 
it seems, have not introduced a competitor 
in the light business in Sacramento. We 
will have the pleasure of meetiDgthe same 
old bills made out in the same outrageous 
figures. The monopoly is apparently to be 
as solid and as impregnable as ever. 
“Tbe next time a new light company 
applies for a franchise here they will prob­ 
ably be required to give a substantial and 
solid bond, or go w ithout their franchise.” 
PRESIDENT STEINMAN DENIES IT. 
A R ecord-U nion reporter called upon B. 
U. Steinm an, President of the Capital Gas 
Company yesterday, and, showing him the 
above article, asked if w hat it set forth 
wete true. 
"There’s not a word of truth in it, sir,” 
said Mr. Steinm an, after reading tbe article. 
“ We have not sold out, and are not going 
to. Don’t yon think it would be rather 
foolish on our part to be frightened before 
these new people begin operations? W by, 
they have not driven a stake yet, nor 
stretched a wire. Then, besides, we could 
not have sold out w ithout the m atter be­ 
coming public. A general m eeting of the 
stockholders would have to be advertised 
according to law, and it would require a m a­ 
jority vote of the stockholders in order to 
sell out. The stockholders have not met, 
and so far as I know are not going to for 
any such purpose.” 
“Have you transacted no business what­ 
ever with the new com pany?” asked the 
reporter. 
“ Well, we have made a proposition to 
them to bay that portion of our electric 
light apparatus which we used in the city 
lighting. This consists of some fifty odd 
lamps, wires, poles, and two dynamos. 
This proposition is very natural, as the ap­ 
paratus for lighting the city will be of no 
use whatever to us in the future, now that 
the new company is to light the city. 
We 
would like to sell them this apparatus, and 
will try to do so. It is very likely, too, 
that it will be sold, as it would bring about 
quite a saving to both companies. But you 
can rest assured of one thing, and that is. 
that we are going to give them a fight. 
They will have no walk-over here.” 
JUDGE DENSON INTERVIEWED. 
Judge Denson, who is tbe attorney for 
the Capital Gas Company, w p s next seen by 
the reporter. 
"W ell,” said he, after read­ 
ing the article, “if such a thing has oc­ 
curred I know nothing of it; but I doubt 
the truthfulness of it. In fact I am almost 
certain that if any such action were to be 
taken I wonld be consulted. It is not likely 
that tbe old company would quit before 
tbe battle had begun, and from w hat I 
have been given to understand, the old 
company will give the new comers a good 
fight. It would look more probable if the 
rum or was to the effect that the new com­ 
pany had sold out. 
I expected something 
of that kind. In fact I put myself on 
record before the Trustees in this regard, 
having stated openly that the new com­ 
pany did not propose to invest anything if 
it could heip itself and only wanted to be 
bought out. There has been some talk 
about selling the city lighting apparatus to 
the new company, but I 
don’t 
know 
whether or not a sale was consummated. 
Several of the Directors of the old com pm y 
have been in consultation with me in re­ 
gard to tbe proper and legal mode of incur 
ring a bonded indebtedness, so tbat tbe 
stockholders may continue to draw divi­ 
dends, and at the same tim e extend tbe 
preseut electric lighting system. T his does 
not look like they had sold out, does it? It 
is proposed to establish a complete incan­ 
descent system for lighting private dwell­ 
ings and stores, in connection with tbe 
regular arc light system. This latter system 
will also be enlarged.” 


CARVED W IT H _A RAZOR. 


G ustavus Jo h n so n L ays O pen th e F ace 
o f G eorge M essina. 
There was war in the air on Saturday 
night and yesterday m orning in the vicin­ 
ity of Third and Q streets. The trouble 
culm inated yesterday in a fight at Filand's 
grocery, in which Gus Johnson, a sable- 
hued tongh, did some very effective butch­ 
ery on the person of George Messina, a 
pale-face, who drives a truck when not en­ 
gaged in painting things red. 
The particulars of the affray could not be 
learned, but it is known tbat while it was 
in progress Johnson whipped out his razor 
and aimed a m urderous blow at Messina’s 
neck. The point of the razor-blade struck 
him just above the left ear, however, and 
the weapon descended down along the jaw, 
splitting the ear in the center and laying 
open tbe side of the face, clear to tbe bone, 
as far down as tbe ooint of the chin. 
It was a horrible gash, and the blood 
spurted over the men and the saloon lloor. 
W ord was sent to the police station as 
soon as possible, and officers Arlington. 
Higgins and Dolan went down and arrested 
the razor-wielder and took both him and 
his victim to the city prison. Johnson was 
locked up to await the result of Messina's 
injury, and tbe latter placed in the Receiv­ 
ing Hospital, where he wa3 soon attended 
by tbe City Physician. 
It was found tbat the wound was so deep 
as to have ju st reached the jugular vein, 
but without cutting it. 
A piece of the 
razor-blade was found in the scalp above 
the ea-, where it had been broken off by 
coming in contsct with the skn'l. It re­ 
quired twenty stitches to close Messina’s 
i wound. Later in the day he was able to 
j be removed to his hom e

Johnson is the same individual who not 
Ic-ng since bit off a piece of the nose of a 


[ colored man named Chinn, while engaged 
in a fight. Since then he seems to have 
concluded to substitute a razor for his teeth 
on such occasions.

W a sh in g to n, February 2d. — Speaker 
Reed to-day wade to a representative of the 
Associated Press the following statement 
concerning the Republican position in the 
present controversy: 
“Mr. Carlisle wa3 entirely right when he 
said in substance that the decision of the 
House that a quorum was constituted to 
do business when a majority of the House 
was present, would change from the very 
foundation the method of doiug business. 
“It certainly will do so, for it will enable 
the majority elected by the people to rule 
by their own vote3, and 
not 
by the 
suffrance of tbe minority. The rule of the 
majority is at the very base of our govern­ 
ment. If it be not a true rule, our faith is 
vain, and we are yet in our sins. Look at 
the practical working of the other doctrine. 
The Republicans have a majority of seven, 
but they nave only three over a quorum. 
One hundred and eighty-eight is our num­ 
ber and lS á is a quorum, if we are to 
furnish a quorum- The whole Democratic 
party is silent when business is to be 
transacted, but vocal when it is to be ob­ 
structed. 
Then there can be but three Re­ 
publicans absent on a penalty of the stop­ 
page of public business. 
“Now let us see how that works. We 
are allowed but three absentees. Rockwell 
is sick. It would endanger his life to come. 
Wilber is in the same fix. T. W. Browne 
is too sick to be able tobe there all the 
time. Caswell's wife was dying. Another 
member must be with his wife for reasons 
somewhat similar. Just about this number 
of members will at alt times be sick or in­ 
capacitated. These may get well but others 
will fall sick in their turn. There is then 
no quorum. According to Carlisle's idea 
it was gone entirely, gone to pieces though 
even alter all the fraud is to be deducted 
the people had found for the Republicans 
by a majority. 
"“Is it possible that the United States is 
paying these gentlemen $13 a day without 
even the poor privilege of counting their 
silent forms? Mr. Carlisle says there is no 
precedent for the decision of the House. I 
have personally seen and heard him furnish 
a hundred. 
“A hundred times I have heard him de­ 
clare that the number for and against such 
a bill Was, say, eighty for and twenty 
against, mathematically less than a quo­ 
rum, and yet declare the hill passed, and 
sign the bill, thereby certifying under the 
most solemn sanction of his oath of ollice 
that the bill had properly and constitu­ 
tionally passed the House. 
“Hov.- could he do this if his doctrine be 
true, that a quorum must vote? Under­ 
stand m e . Day after day Carlisle, in my 
presence, has declared such a bill, the 
votes for and against, by his own count as 
Speaker, less than a quorum, and yet im­ 
mediately declared it passed, and has signed 
it, this furnishing the only proof the 
President could have that it passed, How 
could this be, except ou the plain ground 
if the quorum did not vote the presence of 
the quorum was enough. 
“But this matter does not need any argu­ 
ment in Carlisle’s own State, in Democralic 
Tennessee, in Democratic New York, in 
Democratic Ohio, in Massachusetts and in 
the Courts every w h ere, as you may see by 
Butterworth s sp eech . 
'T he doctrine just upheld by the House 
is the law of the land, and it ought to be. 
If good government is not to perish from 
the- face of the earth then is it not time a 
ruling should be made in the House to sup­ 
press filibustering, wbich has not the full 
sanction of parliamentary law? That men 
shonld resist, only shows how ingrained a 
wrong course has become aud how neces­ 
sary remedy. 
“What is the House trying to do ? Why. 
to perform its highest functions—that of 
deciding the right of a member to his seat. 
Until 1882 no man ever dared to filibuster 
against such a case. No man ought to be: 
allowed to do it to-day. Yet every day 
three hours are wasted in approving the: 
journal, when five minutes would be a m - 
f 
ile. These three hours belong to the pub­ 
ic business. People do not understand 
that every wanton roll-call consumes three- 
quarters of an hour. 
"When we first came here the obstruc-; 
ticnists declared they would die in the las; 
ditch fighting against my rules, which they 
did not approve of, and now they are want ­ 
ing to die at Thermopylae in detense of thol 
liberties of their country because wo don’ii 
force rules on them. If there could bo 
more deaths at Thermopylae and inore bus­ 
iness in the House the country would bti 
better off. 
“It is true that Democrats Uke Mr. Car­ 
lisle have long since ceased to participate 
in the defiance of good government, bu: 
they should now make themselves heani 
affirmatively on the side of order.’’

W a s h in g to n , February 2d.—Owing to 
the Democratic filibustering. Morrow has

succeeded iu introducing his 
amended Chinese enumeration bill, al­ 
though he had intended to do so upon 
the same day that the amendments were 
proposed to the committee of the House. 
This biii. as did the original, provides for 
taking a census of the Chinese and for the 
issuing to them of certificates showing 
their right to remain here; but provides 
that if any Chinese shalirefuse, for At period 
of ninety days, from J a n e 1st next, to sub­ 
mit himself for enumeration and secure an 
identification certificate, he shall be deemed 
to be unlawfully in the United State*, and, 
upon verification of a complaint, cau be 
convicted, after a proper hearing, and shall 
be removed from the United States or im ­ 
prisoned in the penitentiary for a period 
not exceeding five years: provided that a 
Court ittsy inif$risoii any Cbiuese persoa 
against whom judgment of deportation 
has been rendered until such judgment can 
be executed. 
The Act then goes on to provide that any 
person who aids in the unlawful im­ 
portation of Chinese shall be liable for all 
the expense; incurred in deporting such 
Chinese, and af er this section an entire 
section is inserted as follows : 
“That any person who shall sell, transfer 
o r otherwise dispose of his or her certifica e 
o r shall knowingly and falsely alter or sub­ 
stitute a name for the name written cn any 
certificate hereiu required, or forge such 
certificate or falsely unper-jr.ate any per­ 
son named in any such certificate, or any 
person other than the one to whom the 
certificate is issued, shall bf deerned guilty
